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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has not amended the claims in an attempt to overcome the prior art. Rather, applicant argues "a rejection based on inherency 
cannot be based on probabilities or possibilities" (Response, paragraph spanning pages 2-3). In response, it is noted the 102 rejection was 
withdrawn in the last Office Action (Final Rejection mailed 04/26/2010). Regarding the 103 rejection, applicant argues the claimed two-step 
process should be given patentable weight since said process affects the final product (Response, page 3, 1 st paragraph). This argument 
is unpersuasive since applicant still has not successfully shown the claimed process materially affects the structure of the final product. 
The slight changes in propeties achieved by the two-step process as shown by the Mito Declaration submitted on 02/13/2009 are not 
significant. Note working Example 12, made by a one-step process produces properties within or very close to the ranges claimed. Hence, 
the recited properties of the claimed invention would have been obvious to a skilled artisan wherein said propeties could be achieved via 
optimization of the process parameters. Note applicant has not established criticality for the claimed ranges. 

Note the examiner's reliance upon Comparative Example 3 is hereby withdrawn due to said example not being drawn to polylactic acid 
yarns as presently claimed. 
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
